GLASS DENOUNCES 


LEADERS OF PARTY 
FOR G. 0. P. TRUCE 


Virginia Senator Express- 
es Astonishment at 
“Apology for Democratic 
Victory in Election.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(4)— 
Denouncing the recent co-operation 
pronouneement issued by seven demo- 
cratic party leaders, Senator Glass, 
democrat, Virginia, today took these 
party spokesmen to task for their 
“apology «for a democratic victory at 
the election.” 

The democratic statement was 1s- 
sued shortly after the election and 
gave assurance of the signérs that the 
party would not obstruct the adminis- 
tration on constructive legislation. It 
was signed by the two party leaders 
iff congress, Senator Robinson, of 
Arkansas, and Representative Garner, 
6f Texas, Chairman Raskob and 
Jouett Shouse, of the democratic na- 
tional committee, and the last three 
party presidential candidates, James 
M. Cox, John W.:. Davis and Alfred 
E. Smith. 

“Not having reached the rank of.a 
party leader and being unable to speak 
for any other senator, perhaps 
should not venture to comment at 
all,” Glass said. “However, putting 
aside the question as. to the right of 
any undelegated group of gentlemen, 
great or small, to pledge 47 senators 
and 217 representatives in congress to 
a precipitately devised course of ac- 
tion, I confess to some astonishment 
that anybody should feel impelled to 
apologize for an apparent democratic 
victory at the election or could even 
feel constrained to attempt a justiil- 
cation of such a result. 

“Certainly the only two democratic 
administrations the country has had 
since the Civil War stand out in en- 
couraging contrast to any two repub- 
lican administrations within that pe- 
riod. Cleveland averted a debasement 
of our currency, purified and advanced 
the civil service and made the most 
powerful nations of the earth respect 
us completely.

Presence of mind in one of the 
most perilous situations ever encoun- 
, tered by an aviator was responsible 
early Wednesday morning for the 
hair-breadth escape from death of Dick 
Merrill, popular Atlanta-Richmond air 
mail pilot. Merrill's plane cracked up 
near Casar, 22 miles from Shelby, 
N. C, The mail was saved. 

Two situations arose in quick suc- 
cession to create an almost unique 
hazard for the well-known pilot, either 
of which was sufficient to cause 
tragedy in the fog-blanketed skies. One 
was that Merrill found himself, after 
five hours of effort to get his bearings, 
with a plane exhausted of gasoline, 
5,000 feet above an impenetrable pea- 
soup fog. In the circumstances there 
was only a slim chance—that of going 
overboard, or “bailing out,” in the 
parlance of fliers. 


Merrill cut his ignition switch and 
crawled out of the cockpit. At best he 
entertained but fragmentary hope of 
a safe landing. Then he leaped. 

It was a moment after the leap, 
with his body hurtling downward at 
terrific speed, that the second situa- 
tion arose—one that would cause the 
most experienced member of the 
“Caterpillar Club” to shudder in an-

The pilot’s groping 
hand clutched the ring and he pulled, 

A farmer later discovered Merrill, 
limping rather aimlessly in search of 
help. The pilot’s ankle had been 
twisted in the fall.

The tanks 
were empty, the ignition shut off, so 
it didn’t burst into flames, and the 
mail was retrieved. Later it was trun- 
dled to Shelby and placed on board a 
Richmond-bound train.

The Things That Should Be Done. 

As far as 1 get a line upon the 
opinions of good businessmen and ex- 
perts in competent administration, the 
things thaf should be done are, such 
as these: ° 

First, to reorganize the state ma- 
chine, co-ordinate its functions cut 
out overlaps and duplications, and 
make it capable of rendering the serv- 
og to the people that they demand 
of it; 

Second, as the ad valorem tax on 
property is already up to the consti- 
tutional limit and cannot be increased, 
the income tax law should be revised, 
cut loose from the federal terms al- 
together, and applied to all net im 
comes in the state, with only reason- 
ably small exemptions—as in Missouri 
‘and other states; 

Third, enact a reasonable sales tax, 
.applied to all sales, with the exemp- 
tion of $30,000 cut down to not over

daily necessaries, and produces large 
revenues, without hardships upon the 
sellers of goods of any sort;

The late Benjamin Strong, gover- 
nor of the Federal.Reserve Bank of 
New York, was not a college man. He 
quite school at 18, after completing 
his high school course, and went to 
work as a clerk in the office of the 
bankers, Jesup, Paton & Co., of New 
York. His education came from ex- 
perience. His entire business life was 
given. over to a study of the theory 
and practice of banking, both com- 
mercial and federal reserve. 

In 1907, when he was 35 years of 
age, and secretary of the Bankers’ 
Trust Company, of New York, Mr. 
Strong was. called upon to examine 
the various banking institutions that 
were then threatened. In this work 
he gained the confidenee of Henry P. 
Davidson, a Morgan partner, and the 
banking world. From that time on he 
At 42 he he- 
came governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York. And un- 
til his death in 1928, he was its out- 
standing leader. 

Now the speeches and writings of 
Benjamin Strong have been put into 
book form, edited by Dr. W. Randolph 
Burgess, deputy governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York. In 
these times, when federal reserve 
policy is under close scrutiny, no 
student of banking can ignore this 
latest contribution to federal reserve 
literature. 

Probably Mr. Strong’s greatest con- 
tribution to federal reserve policy was\ 
in the field of open market operations 
of the federal reserve system. It was 
due largely to his far-seeing policy that 
no inflation occurred in the United 
States from 1922 to 1928, in spite of 
the fact that the United States ac- 
cumulated $1,500,000,000 in gold dar- 
ing that period. His method of the 
sterilization of gold then is still con- 
sidered a remarkable achievement in 
international finance, .

Physicist Conceals Exact 
Plans But It Is Believed 
He Will Do Research

BERLIN, Nov. 12.—(UP—Profes- 

sor Albert Einstein, “universe mak- 
er,” is planning to leave soon for the 
United States, where he has accépted 
an invitation to spend three months in 
special research work at a ‘western 
observatory. , 

The fact that his fame has become 
so great as the result of his: startling 
theories, has caused him to envelop 
his. plans for the transocean voyage 
in secrecy. Not until tonight was the 
United Press able to establish defin- 
itely his intention to sail.. 

Einstein will be accompanied by his 
wife, an assistant named Dr. Meyer, 
and a woman secretary. All. have 
been cautioned not to divulge det&ils 
of the trip and the party will travel 
under assumed names, 

The idéntity of the ship 
sailing.date and the porteof departure 
have not, been revealed, but the pres- 
ent plan is for the professor’and his 
associates to leave before the end of 
this month. 

The invitation to the United States 
was believed to have been extended 
by an American scientific body, al- 
thought Einstein likewise desired not 
to have this fact disclosed. His rea- 
sons for the seerecy, it was explained, 
are various. .... -.: 

In the first place, friends said, he 
is extremely shy and is confused 
when besieged by reporters, photog- 
raphers, groups of admirers, auto- 
graph seekers and hordes of curious. 
Secondly, he wishes to rest and feels 
that. strenuous publicity will -be tiring. 
Thirdly, he has somewhat of an “anti- 
money” complex, as is evidenced by 
his simple needs at his home in Ca- 
puth, Berlin suburb, and resents the 
fabulous sums he has been offered by 
American manufacturers seeking his 
indorsemnent and by American maga- 
zine editors seeking his stories. 

Nevertheless, Einstein told one of 
his intimates. here that he was de- 
lighted at the prospect of pursuing 
his scientific labors in a well-equip- 
ped American observatory. It is un- 
derstood that he is planning further 
experiments along the line of his 
field theory. * 

The scientist’s hosts in the United 
States invited him to visit them three 
years ago but because of none too ro- 
bust health Einstein, who is now in 
his fifty-second year, was forced to 
delay his acceptance. He was urged 
to spend at least six months in the 
United States but definitely limited 
his stay to°three months. ~ 

It was said that he consented | to 
make the trip only after American 
friends had promised to exert every 
effort to keep his identity unrevealed 
until he actually arrives & his desti- 
nation. 

Einstein likewise importuned the 
steamship company on whose vessel 
he proposed to travel to have its of- 
ficers shield his incognito. The physic- 
ist even plans not to leave the liner 
while it is docked at a New York 
pier, remaining aboard while waiting 
for the ship to proceed to the point 
of debarkation.

intended re-entering business in Atlan- 
ta, Mr. White declined to be quoted 
Wednesday, but it is reported that he 
already has on foot plans for the for-

new packing house in Atlanta. 


Mr. White opened his first packing 
house in Atlanta in 1910. It was the 
first to be put into operation south 
of the plants in cities contiguous to 
the Ohio river. He had been in the 
meat packing business for many years, 
having been connected with the At- 
lanta branch of one of the large west- 
ern packing houses before organizing 
the White Provision Company. 


While he would not comment on the 
report that he intended entering the 

cking house field in Atlanta again, 

r. White talked at length on the 
growth of the cattle industry in Geor- 
gia and the south as a result of the 
opening of packing houses in Georgia, 
Tennessee and Alabama during the 
past 20 years. 

Tells of Development. 

“At the time that the White Pro- 
vision Company was organized,” he 
said “scrub cattle and razor-back 
hogs dominated in Georgia. It was 
practically impossible to get as much 
as a half carload of cattle at any 
given shipping point at one time. One 
shipping point to every two counties 
was more than enough in those days. 
_“Now each county has several ship- 
ping points where weekly carload lots 
are being sent to packing houses in 
the south and throughout the country. 

“Not only has the number of cattle 
in the state increased many times over 
but the quality is now as good as 


can be found in any of the great 


cattle-raising states. Especially is this 
true in the ease of hogs. I doubt 
if a razor-back hog could be found in 
Georgia today. The breeds now being 
raised reach a weight of 200 pounds 
at an earlier age than 40 pounds were 
accumulated by the hogs of 1910. 
“And these 200-pound porkers are 
probably costing less to raise than 
the little 40-pound hogs, because they 
are sold at a younger age and they 
get their added poundage largely be- 
cause they better digest and therefore 
get more weight from their food. 


“The recent purchase by Swift & | 


Co. of the packing houses in Atlanta, 
Nashville and Montgomery gives them, 
with the plant they already have at 
Moultrie, Ga., facilities whereby it 
will not be necessary for the cattle 
growers of this section to ship their 
product to distant points as has been 
necessary to a certain extent in the 


past.

(Special) — With announcement at 
Nashville today of completion of in- 
ventory of the Bank of Tennessee, sub- 
sequent to the placing of its affairs 
in hands of the state superintendent 
of banks, and the almost simultaneous 
announcement from Knoxville of the 
failure there of the Holston Union Na- 
tional bank, Tennesseeans are earnest- 
ly focusing their attention on the 
probable effect on the «state’s road 
constructic proggam. 

Funds of the state of Tennessee 
alone are involved to the extent of 
$3,407,125.40 in the Bank of Tennes- 
see, the inventory shows. This amount 
is divided as follows: John Nolan, 
treasurer, $336,645.52; highway dis- 
bursement fund, $10,061.36; state 
highway department, $3,060,418.52. 
including approximately $80,000 of 
special county highway funds for 
which the state department says it is 
no: responsible, and department of 
finance and taxation, motor vehicle 
account, $11,216,56. 

Turning to the affairs of the fail- 
ing Knoxville bank, R. H. Baker, com- 
missioner of highways, today esti- 
mated the state highway department

The combined amounts show the 
state involved to the total amount of

COPPERS START FIRST, 

The copper group was the first to 
start the improvement. In well in-:
